Words convoy history as well as poetry. I 


previous papcis we have had occasion lo role 
lo the growth of woids and the history tltcj 
contain. In this it is intended to enlarge tl 
list of illustrations, haply if we uuiy lead sum 
to see the vast treasures contained therein. It 
is, as we said lust week, n sad thought to know 
that lire "ciufcw" was the " knell of parting 
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lungs peculiar to the gods. Gospel has simi- 
ar etymology—a god's spell; that is, a spell 
rom the gods. The former of these is Latin, 
!ic latter Saxon. 


Some of these words we would not now do 


vithout in spile of their superstition, in spite 
if their origin. A few we might be able to do 
vithout, or we could coin new ones in their 
place, but *thers would be a loss to our lan- 
;u:igc. A knowledge of these facts throws a 
lew charm around language, and makes its 
ncauing a living thing of the past, and not an 
iiitombed relic of departed nations. " Let us 
)C at once undeceived," language is not dead. 
Those who once used it have joined their kin- 
Ired dust, but their actions, their morals, their 
relief, in short their history still live in the ar- 
ticulate sounds they once used, and will cou- 
tinuo to live as long as language endures and 
man exists. 


Some woi'ds have wholly lost their original 


meaning, or else are employed to express new 
ideas, just as our old-fashioned clothes arc cut 
over new patterns for our children. Slave, for 
instance, conveys the idea of servitude, drudg- 
ery, subjection; a meaning altogether at vari- 
ance with its etymology. For the Slav or 
Slavonian were a tribe of Russia, free and inde- 
pendent. Relentless war changed the condition 
of (he people, and having been subdued by the 
stiong aim of Koine, they wore reduced to a 
condition the most abject, fiorn which they 
naver recovered, and the name of a nation was 
maOu to stand for anything denoting the con- 
dition to which it had been reduced. Minister, 
however, has changed for the better. A minis- 
ter is a servant, one who is loss; yet now the 
minister is the chief or greatest.. "Vandal" has 
kept pace almost with its origin. The Vandals 
were the fiercest and most barbarous of all the 
northern tiibes that invuded Southern Europe, 
and (he deslmction of property, especially to 
Cine alls, has made the name a title for all that 
is ruinous to decoration. The word comes from 
the German, and means wandering. "French" 
or "Frank" is another. The Franks were the 
free people—lovers of liberty, owing allegiance 
to none. Hence, the man who is frank is one 
Who is not restrained, but is free from passion 
or prejudice. This gives us a clue to the 
" Franking Privilege " of our IV.iuchiiC, ike. 


Our names of places carry with them mueli 


history. " Diistol " is the place of the breach, 
that is where the Avail cuts through the hills. 
Ilrycc, a breach. 
Naples, from the Greek; 


nean, n«w, and polls, a city—new city. The 
name is lixed, and after the lapse of two thou- 
sand years or more, it is still the new city. 
"Gibraltar" is an abbreviation of Gibel-al-Taric 
—the hill of Taric. 


During the c.uly part of the eighth century, 


when Mohjuundanism was making such rapid 
progress across Northern Aiiic.1, and threaten- 
ing Southern Europe, Taric, one of the Maslcm 
commanders, ciossing tlic strait, stationed his 
troops on the Spanish side upon a hill; he 
gained a signal victory, and left his name upon 
the liill—Gibel al Taric, hill tit' Taric. " Xew 
Castle" is the new camp. 
"Xo:folk" is simply 


tlic north folk. "Essex'' is the place of the 
East Saxons, ami <lSlicllield" is a field on the 
Sheaf River.

"Pecuniary'' comes to us through the centu- 


ries laden wilh history. 
II is derived from the 


Latin word " pecus,'' meaning a "sheep"' or 
"flock;" but as we undeistand the word pecu- 
niary, it refers to wealth, riches or money. 
Xow how should sheep or flock moan money? 
AVe me carried b.ick to the time of good, pa- 
tient old Job, whose possession was sheep and 
cattle, and asses, *c. llere was a time when 
gold and silvei weie compaiativt-ly scarce, and 
bank nolcs nnd bonds were unknown. Here 
was a lime when the "flock" was exchanged, 
in fact, for clothing, and the man who wished 
lo get foi himself a new cout^ or for his wife a 
new dress, merely gave the weaver so many 
pounds of wool, or a live sheep or two for what 
cloth he needed. Kutas itoftcu became neces- 
sary to transport these articles many miles, or 
(hoy weie not just at the time needed, or for 
some reason the exchange was not made at. 
once, some tiling was required to show the h 
debtedness. A piece of metal or something else, 
bearing the inriicss of a sheep or some other 
animal of the (lock or its head, wus taken lo 
show that the party presenting this, was worth 
what was represented thcicoti. 
This was 


termed "pecunia." And in the course of time 
tho sign became as valuable as the thing signi- 
fied. 


Another word of similar import, but whose 


meaning lias run into n diflerent channel, 
"expend." Kr, out, peml, to weigh ; cxjicnd, 
to weigh out. 
Why to weigh'.' Well, here is 


another bit of hlstoiy. Gold, silver, or othei 
piecious minerals were weighed by tha ancients. 
AbraliHin weighed, that is, expended, '• foul 
hundred shekels of silver" for a burying place. 
Thus, lands or i«rsonal property wore ex- 
changed for a proportional weight of gold or 
silver, and hence our expenses may not only 
figuratively, but literally balance our receipts 
The history laid up in these words is no chance 
or guess-work. 
Their evidence is more reliable 


than the pen. 
Their evidence is more couclu 


sive than the mythology of the ancients or the 
imaginations of the (roots. The origin of these 
words gives us an insight into tlie past as tliongl 
Ihcy were desciibed in so many chosen phiases 
Jiutthcn again, the religious belief, the super 
slition, the moral thought of a people is pre 
served in many of our words.

Mary Wortley Montagu, celebrated for her 
charming loiters, descriptive of oriental life 
1, 


written during her residence in Turkey, ad- 
dressed to Pope, her sister Frances, Countess 
of Mar, hoc daughter, Countess of Uule, Lady 
Itich, and other ladies belonging lo the cauit. 


.Her father was Evelyn Pierrepont, afterward 


Duke of Kingston, and her mother Lady Mary 
Fielding, daughter of the Earl of Denbigh. 
Sho was the eldest of four children, and was 
bom at her father's scat at. Tliorseby in Not- 
tingham, in ]OBO. She had the misfortune to 
lose her mother when she was about five years 
old, and, like a wildflnwer, she grew up with- 
out care or culture, ller father was a thorough 
man of the world, and thought more of dinner- 
parlies and clubs than he did of Hie education 
of his children ; nevertheless, lie was very proud 
of his precocious, fair-haired litlle daughter, and 
on ono occasion proposed her as his toast at the 
Kit Kat Club. This club, so named 
from 


Christopher ,Kitt, or'.Kat,.a..pastry cpofc-wbo 
served tlie members with mutton pies, was 
composed of thirty-nine gentlemen, some of 
them noblemen, and all of them men of ac- 
knowledged wil and intelligence — Addison, 
Walpolc, Marlbomiigh, Duke of Souieisct, and 
Loitl Halifax being among Ihe number. Jacob 
Touson, the bookseller, was their secretary, 
and Sir Godfrey Knellcr painted porlrails, 
which hung iu Ihe room whcie they held their 
meolings. The ceiling being quite low, he was 
obliged"to make ihem tlnee-quarter lengths, and 
that pailicular aim has ever since been called a 
Kit Kat. 
The club was dissolved in 1720. 


On the occasion mentioned Lady Mary was 
eight years old. The company refused to drink 
tlic toast unless they could see Ihe beauty. She 
was scut for, and one^aud all weie charmed 
with her sprightliness and case of mannci. Of 
course it made a groat impression on hsryouug 
mind, and in alter years she spoke of it as the 
happiest clay of her life. It was rattier singu- 
lar that her debut in society, particularly at 
that early age, should have been among poets, 
wits and statesmen, a circle in which she was 
destined in after years to shine so brilliantly. 
Coming events had cast their shadows before. 


The following ten years of her lite were 


passed principally at Tliorseby and Acton, near 
London, where she occupied her time iu culti- 
vating her mind and correcting hci education, 
which, she says, 
l< was one of the worsl in the 


world." Her governess, who had been her 
mother's muse, was a silly, weak-minded wo- 
man, and tilled her young mind with super- 
stitious ideas and false notions. She was pai- 
licularly fond of reading, audengeily devoured 
all books ot learning and fiction that came with- 
in her reach. She acquiied the elements ol 
Greek, Latin and Fieuch under tlie tuition ol 
her brother Williaui'stulpr. Her constant and 
close, application, her desire fur knowledge, an 
indomitable perseverance in overcoming all ob- 
stacles, added to a wonderful memory, enabled 
her to pci-fect herself iu studies that, other girls 
ol' her day thought beyond the capacity of wo- 
man to acquire. In fact, at tliat time learning 
in women was looked upon as something quite 
snpcrlhious. They were expected to adorn so- 
ciety by their appearance, heuco all then 
thoughts and ideas were of dress, and their 
lime more occupied in adorning the person 
ihan in cultivating the mind. When twelve 
ycais of age she wrote, in imitation of Ovid's 
Epistles, an ode fiom "Julia to Ovid." At 
fourteen she \notc verses, but they are riot 
worthy of mention. At nineteen she trans- 
la tod, probably fiom the Latin, the "Enchiridion" 
ol'Epictelus. Having no mother or older sislei, 
slie was obliged to preside ut her father's din- 
ner-table, and did her best to entertain his 
guests. They were generally a jolly, lollicking 
set, and her presence in no way pieveuted the 
coaise jokes, vulgar witlieisms and tales of 
scandal from circulating us freely a^ Hie wine. 
Without A doubt it had its iulluence on her fu- 
ture character, if we may judge from her waul 
of that delicate refinement of feeling and those 
moral sentiments th.il so plainly draw Ihe line 
between the two sexes, and without which no 
woman can be true lo herself or her sex. 
Among her intimate friends was Ihe giddy, 
thoughtless Dolly Walpole, sisler of Sir Robert, 
the minister. In an atlair of scandal, in wliicli 
tlic names of Dolly and Lord Wharton were 
connected, Lady Mary took Dolly's part against 
her sister-in-law, Mrs, \Yalpo]<J. It is generally 
behoved that this was the reason why Horace 
"V^alpolc, the son, so heartily disliked Lady 
Mary, and never missed an opportunity to say 
something disagreeable about liei. Indeed, he 
never spoke well of her, and did not hesitate lo 
invent falsehoods to suit his purpose, particu- 
larly if he had a chance to be willy at her ex- 
pense. In speaking of her letters he says, "I 
doubt not that they arc all an olio of lies and 
scandal." That some of them spoke of the 
idle gossip of Ihe day (call it scandal if you will) 
is very Lrue, bul lhat they weie lies is equally 
untrue. But her dearest and most Intimate 
friend was Mistress Aunc Worlley, at whose 
house she mot her brother and her future hus- 
band, Edward Wortley Jlonfagn. 
He was 


about thirty years of age at the lime, and a 
very handsome man. He caied little or nothing 
for the society of ladles, and generally avoided 
them; but there was something aboul Lady 
Mary Ihal seemed to him diflerent from other 
women, and lie often lingered in his sister's 
drawing-room when she was there, and before 
he was "aware of it he found himself interested 
in the satirical beauty. But it was not entirely 
her beauty that won him—hei ready wit, sound 
reasoning and intellectual convcisation were 
equally attractive. 


.He was dignilied and cold in his manner, and 


though he could enjoy wit and sarcasm in 
others, he never indulged in it himself. 
Ho 


liked to talk of books and authois, and Lady 
Mary humored him. lie was much interested 
in tlic politics of the day, and wa.i a member 
of Parliament at different times. 
Though in 


love with Lady Majy he tried to make himself 
believe he was not, and pflen treated her with 
coldness, almost amounting to indifference. He 
(Gated that a woman who was so fond of society 


willingly consented, but at the eleventh hour 
came the same feelings and doubts that had 
before tormented her. Shall we be happjl? 
Will he always love me t Shall we never re- 
pent? But there was no time to be lost ir. 
speculation, the step must be taken at once, or 
not at all, so without any further preliminaries 
she quietly left the house one day as if for a 
walk, and mairiad him, August, 1712. 
Rather 


a romantic courtship and marriage for a plain, 
quiet, dignified man who despised the follies of 
tlie world ! Her father was much enraged when 
lie first heaid of it, but he had sense enough to 
know he could not alter the case, so he quietly 
accepted the situation as father-in-law to Mr. 
Wortley, and soon forgot his cliagiiti in the so- 
ciety of his jovial companions at the club, 
where, I presume, he ate, with as much relish 
as before, Kat's mutton pies, though history 
does not mention that important fact. 


For a year or two they lived in the country, 


sometimes at one place and sometimes at an- 
other, generally at one of the estates belonging 
to the Wortley family. 
Her life was a very 


quiet one, her husband being- away from her 
tor months at a time, no one seems to know 
exactly why, except that he chose to do so. On 
the accession of George I., in 1714, Mr. Wort- 
ley joined the ministry as a Commissioner of 
the Treasury,-and they removed to LciTdbn. 
Lady Mary was introduced at court, where sho 
soon tiecame the centre of attraction, admired 
by all, from the stupid, dull Hanoverian King, 
and the Prince of Wales, down to Craggs, the 
footman's son, who had risen in favor through 
the influence of one of the king's mistresses. 
Craggs was not the only one who held a posi- 
tion to which he Jiad no claim. The different 
favorites of the king seemed to rule over the 
head of the ministry, and sold preferments and 
places of influence to the highest bidders, and 
it is said tliat even foreign representatives if 
they wished to be received with favor, were 
obliged to pay court to such women as Madame 
Schuleuberg, whom the king had 
created 


Duchess of Kendale. Lady Mary's close ob- 
servation and keen perception, soon enabled 
her to see things in their true light. The gra- 
cious smiles of the king, the flattery of the 
Prince of Wales, and the altcntion of courtieis 
were pleasing to lint vanity—nothing more. 


In 1715 she and Pope wrote the " Town 


Eclogues," consisting of six parts—" Roxana, 
or the Drawing lloom," "St. James' Coffee 
House," "The Tete a Tete," "The Basset 
Table," " The Toilette," and " The Smallpox." 


and her garden,

and the world would not make a suitable wife 
for one who cared nothing for either, and again 
he doubted if a man of his peculiar tempera- 
ment could make any woman happy. She her- 
self had some doubts as to their congeniality; 
nevertheless, like him, she was in love. Mat- 
ters progressed slowly, and he finally proposed 
and was accepted. 
Even then they^seeu 


afraid of each olhcr, or of themselves, «ne can 
hardly toll which, and cotresponded through 
his sister, all the lettei's being addressee1, to her. 
But after her death, which took place 1711, they 
were obliged to address each other. Their let> 
ters, tiddng them as love letters, are really very 
amusing, and remind me very forcibly of a boy 
and girl love affair. 
In her first she tells him 


it is the fust letter she has ever wiitten to one 
of his sex, (which was not true,) and intends 
it shall be the last; another untruth, for she 
had no such intentions, lie accuses her ol 
coquetry and insincerity, ami again tells her he 


would die to be secure of her heart thougl 


but for a moment." She calls him ungrateful, 
and says she does not believe he loves her 
while at another time she says "there is no con 
ditiou in life in which I could not have bcei 
happy with you." 
Finally she appears anxious

Shortly after her return, at tlie earnest solici- 


ation of Pope, Mr. Wortley bought a house in 
he neighborhood of Twickenham, where the 
wet then resided.

She was anxious to be where 
she could lead a more natural life, and determ- 
ined to go abroad, and pass the remainder of 
her days on the Continent. 
_Her husband 


would not accompany her, but she had made 
up her mind to go, and went without him. 


She left England July, 1730, and leached 


Venice in September. For several years she led a 
kind of wandering life in Italy, travelling from 
place to place, sometimes living iu one city and 
sometimes in another. Finally, by the advice 
of her physician, she settled at Louvere, a little 
watering place in the Venetian territory, on the. 
banks of Lake Isco, at the foot of the Tyrolesc 
Mountains (1752.) It was a secluded spot, al- 
most deserted, except hi the water-drjnking 
season. There were several old palaces in the 
place, some of which were used as lodging- 
houses, and others were standing empty. 
One 


of these Lady Mary puichased for o;.e hundred 
pounds. It was in a dilapidated condition. 
The apartments had neither 
windows nor 


doors, and the main stairs were so ricketty that 
it would have been a dangerous expeiimcnt to 
mount them, which she says she never intend- 
ed to attempt. She fitted up six rooms, with 
lodgings tor servants. Here iu this charming 
spot, shut out, as it were, from the world, she 
lived for years, amusing herself with her bucks 


In speaking of tlie latter she 
is certainly the next amuse- 


ment to reading, and as my sight will now 
permit me little of that, L am glad to form a 
taste that can give me so much employment 
and be the plaything of my age, now that my 
pen and needle are almost useless to rue." Slie 
was on very friendly terms with the old priests 
in tlie neighborhood, and they often dropped in 
to play piquet or whist with her. For exercise 
she rode horseback, walked in the woods, of 
sauntered along the borders of the lake. About 
a mile fiom her castle, as she called her old 
tumbledown palace, she had wbat she termed 
her dairy house. Here sho would spend weeks 
at a time, inspecting her dairy and looking after 
her poultry yard, which was quite an extensive 
one, for at one time she had two hundred 
chickens, besides turkeys, geese, ducks and 
peacocks. But her health was fading very rap- 
idly. She was suffering from that fearful dis- 
ease, cancer in the breast, and there were many 
times when she could think of nothing but 
herself. She says, "My time is wholly dedicated 
to the care of a decaying body, and endeavor- 
ing to grow wiser and better as 1 grow older. 
My health is so often disordered that 1 begin to 
grow weary of mending it, as mending old lace, 
which, when it is patched in one place, breaks 
out iu another." 


She finally left Louvere, and settled iu Venice 


where she was residing when her husband died, 
in 1761. 
Her daughter then persuaded her to 


return to England. 
She was heartily wel- 


comed by her many friends, and made an effort 
to hold receptions at tor apartments In Hanover 
Square. But her disease progressed rapidly, 
and in less than a year after her return she 
died at the age of seventy-two, August 21, 
1762. She left two children, a son and a 
daughter. 
The son, who bore his father's 


name, was a reckless, dissipated, extravagant 
frllow, causing his mother much anxiety. His 
father cut him oil'with a thousand a year, and 
Lady Mary is said to have left him but a 
guinea. 


While there, is much to admire in Lady Mary, 


yet is there much to condemn. She was a 
faithful wife though not a devoted one, a kind, 
affectionate mother to her daughter, and would 
have been equally so to her son, if he had given 
her the opportunity. She was a warm friend, 
and a bitter enemy, brusque in her manners, 
free and bold in her opinions, and plain in her 
speech. Horace Walpole called it impudence—. 
probably he had suileieil under the lash him-

ITEMS COXCERHIMCI WOMEJF. 


A I'ATENT-ineclicine man in England who has 


reaped a harvest of round millions from tin sale 
of his compound, proposes to build and endow 
a female college. He has purchased for some 
£25,000 the Mount Lee estate, at Eglmin. and 
on this lie purposes to erect an enormous build- 
ing. The institution Is intended to accommo- 
date 400 students, under at least twenty profes- 
sors, and it will hold the same relation to the 
higher education of women as do tlie colleges of 
Oxford and Cambridge to the education of men. 
The place will not have any charter, and stu- 
dents will be prepared for the Cambridge exami- 
nations. Nor will there be any endowment be- 
yond tlie rents to be produced from tlie building- 
land of tlie estate on which tlie University will 
be erected. Though the scheme of government, 
—like many of the details—is not yet developed 
the control of the place will be vested in a board 
of governors; arid it is hoped that, with the as- 
sistance just referred to, the pupils' fees will be 
sufficient tn make, the place self-supporting. It 
is intended that the instruction shall be of the 
highest kind that, can be obtained, and the lues 
will be as low as that object will pei mil. There 
will be no eflbrt lo work tlx place for a money 
prof)'. Though the clerical clement may not 
be entirely absent, it will be far less prominent 
than at Oxford or Cnmbi idgo, and the education 
will-be almost exclusively seculai.

The latter ai rived at Ilazleton last 
evening, and the Fiist ICeglment, which left 
Philadelphia in a special train, passed Bethle- 
hem on its way to the same place at 7.15 P. M. 
In addition to the Fiist licghucnl, tlic Ninth 
Infantry, and the Wyoming Artillery of Wilkes- 
barre with a battery of four guns, were ordered 
to Ha/.loton. The- sheriffs application to Gen. 
Osborne for troops states that ' riots, breaches 
of the peace and unlawful assemblages are ex- 
isliiig aud going on," with destruction, and 
with threats to destroy property in a certain 
portion of the county of Luzernc, and he desig- 
nates as the places where military assistance is 
required, the townships of Foster and Iluzle, 
and the boroughs oi'Jcddo and Hazlcton. In- 
spector General Bcrtolette left Manch Chunk 
for Ilazleton I;i3t evening. A raid was ex|>ected 
to take place at Buck Mountain last night, and 
it. was intended Lo detach a company ofuO mua 
fur tliat place on the arrival of the military at 
Uazleton. A numlmr of the '-spccul police- 
men'' sent on from I'hiladclpliia'lo guard the 
bieakeis ut Audenreid, Jeddo and other places, 
stalled back for their homes yesterday. They 
say they were sent to wotk in the mines with- 
out being given pistols to defend themselves in 
tho midst nf a hostile population. They re- 
boiled against this, snying they were engaged as 
special policemen, and they asked transportation 
back to Philadelphia. This was refused, arid 
they then walked to Maucli Chunk, where they 
would probably have to remain for the night. 
One of them, named John Mobary was killed 
between the humors of a coal train on which 
he was trying to get a ridu.

ANTI-MA VERY CECTENHIAt. 


EDITOIJ GAZETTE :—It is now almost a cen- 


tury since a few men, actuated by the spirit of 
philanthropy, met in Philadelphia to consider 
the important subject of American slavery. 
It 


was on the 14th day of April, 1115. At that 
time there were comparatively few slaves in 
the United Slates, only about a tenth part of 
the number that gained their freedom by Presi- 
dent Lincoln's memorable proclamation in 1803. 
Slavery had not begun to disturb the peace of 
the land, nor to show signs of the "irrepressible 
conflict" that subsequently became so manifest, 
gathering force as the years rolled on, till it 
culminated in tlie great civil war. which for- 
ever put an end to the system that was so an- 
tagonistic to the genius of American institu- 
tions. 


That handful of earnest philanthropists or- 


ganized a society " for promoting the abolition 
of slavery, for the relief of free negroes unlaw- 
fully held iu bondage, and for improving the 
condition of the African race." It has lived to 
witness the consummation of its primary ob- 
ject, and to see the free negroes, as well as 
those who were held in bondage, incorporated 
into the governing constituency by the marvel- 
ous progress of events. It continues to exer- 
cise its functions in endeavoring to promote its 
lost specified object, which may justify its ex- 
istence during a long period of years. When 
prejudice against color shall be obliterated, so 
that uiiti-ammeled liberty may be impartially 
enjoyed by all; when common educational 
facilities shall be extended to every one alike, 
and no longer restricted by odious distinctions; 


'hen opportunities for self-help and material 


improvement shall cease to exclude from their 
privileges the victims of an unjust and tyran- 
Jical proscription; when all the channels in 
the domain of active life shall be free to every 
American citizen, so that a display of energy 


any direction by any individual may com- 


mand its just rewards, then, and not till then 
should this venerable society bid farewell to th? 
scene. 


Although the society was instituted in 1773, 
was not incorporated by the state until 17S9. 


At that time Benjamin Franklin was its presi- 
dent, and one of the last acts of that philosopher 
ind statesman was the signing of a memorial 
:o Congress in 1790, tlie very year of his death, 
isking that body to "devise means for removing 
tho inconsistency of slavery from the American 
people," and to " step to the very verge of its 
power for discouraging every species of traffic 
in the persons of our fellow men." 
' 


At that early day the society numbered 


among its members many distinguished men, 
such as Benjamin Rush, Robert Morris, John 
Jay, Noah Webster, Benjamin West. Granville 
Sharp, Thomas Clarkson, Benjamin Franklin, 
William Pitt, Lafajctte, and many others 
prominent in history. Such names are a guai-- 
intee of the early usefulness of the organiia- 
:ion, and from that day until the hour when 
the war-cloud burst upon our country, which 
Lore asunder the manacles of slavery in the 
dreadful trial of fire and blood, it did not cease 
to labor in the work of securing freedom to tlie 
slave. 


The society will be one hundred years old 


on the 14th of this month of April, 1S75, when 
it will celebrate its centennial anniversary by a 
reunion of the representatives of the work In 
which it has been engaged. 
Meetings will 


take place at Concert Hall in tho afternoon, 
commencing at half-past two, and at Bethel 
Church at half-past seven in the evening. The 
committee of ariangements invite general at- 
tendance on this occasion, which will no doubt 
possess great interest, especially to those who 
havn hitherto participated iu the anti-slavery 
reform. Vice-President Henry Wilson is ex- 
pected to preside, and the capable pen of Dr. 
William EUler is engaged in preparing a historic 
recoid of the society, which will form a leading 
feature of the interesting event. Many emi- 
nent pei-sons are expected to be present, and 
oUl familial voices will be heard once, more in 
tones of eloquence, chaiged with the spirit of 
liberty, progress and philanthropy.

MABAQEMEHT OF MILK. 


IIV WILLIAM II. YKOMANS. 


Whore milk Is tu go Into market, it is very c.1- 


sontlai tint llierc be a due observance or tltose 
tlniiL'S necessary in order that it should main- 
tain IU swectitens even ill the warmest weather. 
if any profit is expected or hoped for it will not 
be received if tlie milk Is so carelessly handled 
(hat It becomes In any way tainted. Hereto- 
fore »•• have urged the necessity of cxcussire 
cleanliness in every operation connected with 
milking; Inn care docs not end here; the milk- 
ing utensils may liave been perfectly clean, the 
stable |ierfectly cleansed anil deoderizcd, the 
pasture perfect so f.ir as all important require- 
ments are concerned, the water without an ob- 
ject Ion, and the milk taken incut carefully, and 
yet rarelcssncss after milking result in the de- 
struction of the n'hole milking. It is a well- 
known fact that ill warm, or more particularly 
In excessively liol weather, it is auioliiti'ly ncc- 
esstiiythat all animal heat must bo removed 
from the milk as soon as practicable, or the re- 
sult will be putrefaction. 


Another fact, too, lias been learned; that it 


Ihe animal heal is not removed before the trans- 
poilntkin ol the milk, even though it be done 
In the eatly morning, and transported only a 
moderate distance, it is liable to become tainted, 


This fact was discovered by Webb, of llam- 


<leii, Cciiin. Having a her'! of some forty cows 
from which he furnished milk to families in the 
citj of Sew Haven, some four miles away, he 
discovered, that although his night's milk re- 
mained in the spring house where the tempera- 
ture was about 80°, when it witli his morning's 
milk was carried away, even at three o'clock in 
tln> morning, in tlie wannest weather would be- 
come tainted; alter thoroughly investigated 
Iho cause, It was found to be caused by the in- 
troduction of the milk disease from tlie cows, 
anil containing tlie animal heat, for tlie cans 
containing the new milk alone were almost 
sine to be tainted, while those containing only 
the cooled milk would remain perfectly sweet. 


Tltereforc the fact was established, that, al- 


though the distance transported be small, per- 
fcc: security against taint requires that then, 
shall be a iicrfuct absence of animal heat. To 
accomplish this requires a good spring house 
built to suit tlie convenience and necessities ol 
tlii' dairy, and piovided with cool, running 
w.ucr, either by means of a nalmal spring, or 
an ,-icqueduct from one. The temporal mo of 
tin- water should never exceed sixty degrees. 
The size of the house need be only sutlicien 
for the accommodation of the milk of the iluirj 
foi one day. Jn Ihe case of Mr. Webb, he had 
a rcry line spi ing close to his lurn, coming from 
a side bill over which lie erected his spring 
house of brick, only some eight or ten led 
square, in which was his vat of sufficient depll 
to contain water that would come up to tlie 
iif't'k of the can. 


J lis cows were milked in the morning, and the 


milk strained into the cans and placed in tht 
spring house ; at night the same operation was 
reiHiated, and about 
three o'clock the next 


miii'iilng tills was all taken to market; iu this 
way the milk was kept unlit it was from twelve 
to twenty-four hours old, nnd yet there was no 
diillculty in carrying tlie milk safely ; iu fact i 
wn? discovered that milk so treated, woult 
stand hot weather much longer tlian by the 
other method. 


These matters are of importance to those 


wlin Mild milk by rail; a great drawback to 
the profitableness of such an umh'i taking has 
been in the loss sustained fiom tainted milk 
winch has undoubtedly been induced by the 
sninc means as were discovered by Mr. Webb. 


Now it requires no more labor to hold thr 


nnIk in the spring house over till the next day 
thiin it does to attend to its transportation, and 
if by so doing it can be saved fiom becoming 
spoiled, it is a profit able proceeding. 


Tlxre are a good many losses that farmcis 


incur that might be avoided if the causes were 
prn|terly studied into; and it is the noble pmi- 
lege of the American to make original inves- 
tigations in every dueclion, and in leluru for 
the discoveries lie may make, receive a rich ic- 
waie for his labor.
